1963, he convinced Blue Note 
to record Herbie. Half the 
material for the album was 
selected by the record com- 
pany (presumably saleable old 
. Standards) and half by the 
musicians — original tunes. 
One of these tunes, “Takin’ 
Off,” was the now classic 
“Watermelon Man." it marked 
the first step in the.develop- 
ment .of Herbie Hancock, the 
composer. Blue Note signed 
him to a term contract; 
Herbie his own pub- 
lishing company; Miles Davi 

gave him a call, and from 1 

to 1968, Herbie was a per- 
manent member of the Miles 
Davis Group, and participated 
in some of the great landmark 
recordings in modem music. 

Herbie began to step out as 
both a composer and inno- 
vator; each recording for Blue 
Note was well-conceived 
and directed towards a mean- 
ingful conceptual framework. 

' “Maiden Voyage” stands out 
today as one of the most im- 
portant . recordings of the 
1960's. “Inventions and 
Dimensions,” “Empyraen 
Isles," “Speak Like A Child” 
and “The Prisoner” were like- 
wise important and satistying 
recordings, and Hancock was 
impressive in establishing his 
talents as leader/composer 
and pianistic stylist. 

Tower of Power: Rhythm & 
blues of the. seventies is best 
represented through dynamic, 
fast-paced tunes and powertul 
ballads performed by a group 
featuring funky, kicking 
thythm and hom _ sections, 
along with soulful lead and 
backgtound vocalists. No band 
better represents the total 
development and integration 
.of both the vocal and inajru- 
mental, or bumping and 
mellow sides of rhythm & 
blues than Tower of Power.

More Black Priests To 
‘White Parishes Says 


Southern Ohio Diocese 


As indicated by the pre- 
convention meetings, In- 
stitutional Racism was the 
most hotly debated issue at the 
1974 Convention of the 
Episcopal Diocese of Southem 
Ohio. 

Debate within the special 
hearings on recen$ Friday night 
lasted until almost midnight 
and continued for a limited 
time on the Convention floor 
Saturday. moming, but most of 
the debate centered. on. the 
specific wording of certain rec- 
ommendations rather than 
their spirit. 

There were only a few 
dissenting votes when Bishop 
Krumm placed the issue for 
decision by the Convention, 
which signified its approval by 
a voice vote. 

The.Racism Sub-Committee. 
of the Diocesan Task Force on 
Community Issues — which 
consists of 32 clergy and lay 
members received citations 
for their dedicated servioe and 
strenuous labor in establishing 
a list of 15 recommendations 
directed to the parishes and in- 
dividuals of the Diocese. 

As Bishop Krumm pointed 
out in his opening address, the 
second phase of Action 
Research . has - “turned - .at-

tention. away from diocesan 
structures and life to focus on 
the congregations of the 
diocese." The debate focused 
on those points which handed 
congregations definite goals: 


(1) three black priests in

The Sewer neglect is also-a 
very trivial matter, but it does 
sighify neglect in our black 
community in so many other 
directions. We get more than 
adequate police attention; and 
the fire trucks, along with ever 
busy emergency trucks, are 
serviceable, but other officials 
let their little black God's half 
acres alone: 

That little half block north of 
Hamilton Pk. off Broad St., 
‘which. bears the weight-as-no 
Cars except three or four 
coming north out of Parsons 
Ave: or a right turn’ off west- 
bound Broad St, is a fine 
stretch of street wasting away 
compared to congestions 
personified on Mt. Vernon Ave. 
west from Taylor Ave., 
because no one has seen the 
wisdom of no parking zones. 

You see, too much of the 
service the black belt gets out 
of the city is just a little beyond 
lip service makeshift. 
Nothing attests to this fact so 
much as the. sewers and their 
flooded streets, because none 
has bothered to look after 
needs. 

We blacks have. come a 
jong ways towards first class 
citizenship, but only a long 
way; not the whole way, There 
is still pronounced neglect; the 
white director of this or that, 
who just yesterday was a mere 
lay laborer, can't stand the ex- 
perience of a black man being 
on equal footing with him, so 
he just lets things like un- 
cleaned out sewer drag on and 
on without care, but he is 
almost godly in attention to 
white districts. 

Repeating, the matter of the 
sewer Is a small, small neglect, — 
but it coexists with a host of 
other neglects of our black 
neighborhoods: 


* enough to. anticipate even 


more money to spend. 

The mistake most young 
families make, however, is that 
they do not really plan their ex- 
penditures.

If- your income-isn't at least 
ten per cent higher than your 
expenditures, you're in trouble, 
Remember,. there are two 
can-expect:-higher 
higher taxes.

WASHINGTON — About 700 
persons, most of them. mem- 
bers_of_minority groups, will 
Participate in a training pro- 
gram to help them pass 
examinations in firefighting 
occupations. 

Secretary of Labor Peter J. 
Brennan said the $324,321 
contract with the AFL-CIO's 
International Association of 
Fire Fighters (IAFF) covers 12- 
month period. 

About 60-applicnts each wiil 
be recruited in the following 12 
cities: Atlanta, Chicago, Fort 
Lauderdale; Houston, Los 
Angeles,, Louisville, Mil- 
waukee, Minneapolis, Orlando, 
Phoenix, St. Paul and Tucson. 
Each city will receive about 
$12,280 to conduct the pro- 


gram. 
The IAFF will prepare 
recruits to pass exams in fire- 
fighting occupations; am- 


bulance driver exams may be 
included in some areas. 

Local firefighters . will 
establish a recruitment and in- 
Struction program and provide 
needed support to help can- 
didates meet entrance require- 
ments. : 

The program will average 
nine weeks with experienced 
firefighters serving as in- 
Structors. Since candidates 
must pass a rigorous physical 
exam, some. -physical con- 
ditioning will also be provided. 

Wages, determined by the 
U.S. Civil Service Commission 
and the union, will be at the on- 
going collective’ bargaining 
rate In each area. 

The IAFF, an international 
union of professional fire- 
fighters with 1,554 local af- 
fillates representing 152,345 
members, was established in 
1918.

There is no doubt Hank Aaron 
of the Atlanta Braves is one of 
the’most popular players in the 
major leagues today. !t took a 
tong time for the news media 
to. recognize the’ great out- 
fielder and slugger, but this 
didn't phase Aaron he kept 
gaining recognition because 
of his home run hitting. Now 
that he is the greatest home 
run hitter of all time since he 
broke Babe Ruth's great 
record of 714 homers. Now 
Aaron is setting a new record 
as the days go by. We will 
say that Aaron. is tremendous 
and will always. be .remem- 
bered when he retires as the 
baseball player who cracked 
Ruth's record and set a new 
one of his own 

But as | sit-at my typewriter 
the name of Willie Mays 
comes to my mind as. the 
player -who. has. “set many 
records aS a, great  center- 
fielder and slugger. 

Willie was also a sensational 
base runner. Many experts 
claim that Willie is the best of 
them all in this department 
along with other contributions 
he has made to the major 

leagues when he hung up 
spikes for the last time at the 
end of the 1973 seasan. 

At one time Willie was the 
greatest home run hitter in the 
National League. Many ex- 
perts believed if Mays hadn't 
been called to the colors 
during the War Days he would 
be the man to break Ruth's 
home record. Should the his- 
torians ever compile a list of 
those who play the game for 
sheer enjoyment, then the 
name of Willie” Mays, like 
“Abou ben Adhem,” would 
lead all the rest. 

The last time the Indians 
won the American pennant in 
1954 we had the opportunity of 
talking to Willie at the Cleve- 
land Stadium. Giants then 
were the New York Giants. It 

was the first time we had ever 
talked to Mays. Monte Irvin, 
the leftfielder of the Giants in- 
troduced the writer to. Willie. 

“The happiest hours of my 
life,” said Mays as he slipped a 
sports shirt over his well 
muscied arms, chest and 
shoulders; “are when I'am on 
the baseball field. For a few 
hours.|_get caught up-in-the 
excitement of the game and | 
am free from the telephone 
calls, news interviews and 
other demands on my time.” 


We found out that Willie 
Mays was his real name and 
that he had been born in West- 
field, Alabama on May 6, 1931. 
The young star joined the 
Giants in May of 1951 and the 
first hit he got asa. major 
league baseball player was a 
home run 

We asked Willie about -his 
firsts homer. “It happened on 
May 28, 1951 and sailed over 
the left field roof at the Polo 
Grounds,” he said. 

Who did you hit it off?” we 
asked. “The pitcher was a 
great one and his name was 
Warren. Spahn;"-said- Mays 
with.a chuckle.And-that isn't 
all folks Willie hit 18 off the 
great Spahn 

He said that Don Newcombe 
of the Brooklyn Dogers was a 
great pitcher, but Bob Gibson's 
fast ball jumped right at you 

During his playing days 
‘Willie: didn't have any’ favorite 
ball park to hit in. He smacked 
out homers in all the National 
League baseball parks. In his 
later years Mays said that he 
would not break Babe Ruth's 
record regardiess of what the 
news media stated. He was 35 
at the time he made the 
statement. Willie was a man 
who said exactly what he 
thought about the players and 
baseball in general. “Some- 
one told me the pitching was 
getting weaker,” said Willie, 
“But they were all wrong.” 

Mays said he based his 
statement on the tact that the 
400 hitters are the thing of the 
past... The great star was right. 
When Willie was feeling right, 
he played very aggressive 
baseball. He also attacked the 
ball. When he connected. with 
the ball it fairly jumped off his 
bat. 

During his last five years as 
4 ball player Mays said, “Heck, 
| can’t expect to hit 40 homers 
@ year anymore. Let's face it. | 
am 35 years old now and the 
“Old Man” is catching up with 

me.
